NOT SO FANTASTIC 

Sun reflectors anchored in space 
‘to make the oceans boil and to 
‘burn every living thing on an 
‘enemy continent, a Nazi project, 
‘is not as fantastic as it appears. It 
‘is founded: on the certainty that 
air travel into space should soon 
‘become feasible. 

An airplane permitting such 
‘voyages would work on the rocket 
‘principle. A series of rockets will 
‘permit vertical starts—auxiliary 
‘rockets will throw the plane up 
‘to 23,000 feet wherefrom alcohol 
‘or benzol rockets will accelerate 
‘the speed upwards. 
| The plane then could be forced 
to greater height by means of hy- 
drogen rockets until a speed be- 
tween 11,000 and 12,000 meters per 
/second—2,500 to 2,700 miles per 
hour—would be attained, the 
| speed necessary for breaking away 
‘from the earth’s attractive force. 
| Rockets would be dropped off 
‘as soon as used, to lighten the 
load. Once out of the earth’s 
sphere of attraction, flying can be 
resumed horizontally or in any 
other desired direction. 
EXPENSIVE VOYAGES 

These voyages into space are go- 
ing to be expensive—one such 
ascent of an airplane weighing 
four tons, including two tons pay- 
‘load, will cost between $7,500 and 
/ $12,500.

Land- 
ing maneuvers will have to be 
begun some 60 miles above the 
earth. Re-entering the _ earth’s 
sphere of attraction at the enor- 
'mous speed of 2,500 m.p.h. or even 
faster, it will be necessary to ap- 
proach the earth by circling in- 
numerable times until the plane 
has descended to a level where 
the atmosphere is dense enough 
to. act as brake. The plane is 
fitted with special contraptions to 
prevent its being affected by fric- 
tion caused by great speed.

The fuselage will be shaped in 
two-cylinder form, the cylinders 
rotating in opposite directions on 
the same axis, with the speed of 
rotation proportionately increased 
as the airplane gets farther away 
from the earth and the earth’s 
attractive force lessens. 

MANY COMPARTMENTS 

Along the outer walls of these 
cylinders will be installed the 
working and sleeping quarters, 
cargo supply holds, and other 
compartments, with communicat- 
ing corridors along the entire per- 
imeter. In these compartments, in 
which pressure would be main- 
tained constantly, the same condi- 
tions would prevail as in a room 
at the earth’s surface, due to the 
centrifugal power created by the 
rotation, 

Persons inside the cylinders 
would move on floors formed by 
the cylinder walls with their 
heads in the direction of the 
cylinder center. They would be 
able to walk on the walls and 
ceilings with the same ease as a 
fly if the diameter of the cylin- 
ders is 30 meters and the speed 
of rotation is one turn every 
eight seconds; the persons inside 
would be attracted to the floor 
with the same force as in a room 
on the earth’s level. 

In the center cylinder is a 
stationary axis, shaped as a cat- 
walk, .where the law of gravity 
would not apply. Stairways or ele- 
vators will lead from there to the 
compartments along the perimeter. 

Along this center walk, there 
will be a steam power plant for 
heating, lighting and electric cur- 
rent necessary for operating the 
motors to rotate the cylinders 
where steam will be produced 
through the sun’s heat, which 
will be collected by means of 
mirrors and thereafter directed 
toward the steam plant. 

To facilitate landings, the fu- 
selage also will be equipped with 
collapsible wings and small rock- 


et installations for the purpose of |

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BEHIND THE LINES 


What Goes On Backstage 
In the Literary Pageant 


By CAROLYN COGGINS 


The tall gentleman with a lux- 
uriant moustache carrying a honey 
bear on his shoulder was STUART 
CLOETE, whose newest book 
about Africa is “Against These 
Three.” He welcomed us with a 
wide grin and an English accent 
reminding us that Ana—short for 
Analysis—was not as bad as her 
bark. In the corner Sam, a South 
American bird with orange and 
black costume, had just had a 
bath. There is also Albert, the 
white mouse, who comes when 
he is called. In this room a Ca- 
nary and some brilliantly colored 
small fish were too ordinary to 
attract much notice. We sat down 
comfortably to look at them all, 
but it was Edward-the-Honey- 
Bear’s little innoc face and an- 
tics which won us pletely. But 
back to the author. 

" Stuart Cloete began writing 12 
ears ago when he returned to 
ndon, weary of farm life in 
Africa where he had gone as a 
badly wounded soldier to take up 
his future following the last war. 
For three years he wrote, sell- 
ing almost nothing. Then his suc- 
cess began in .1937 with “The 
Turning Wheels.” He thinks it 
could have spoiled him into be- 
ing a one-book man except that 
he was scared to death he couldn’t 
do a decent story again... He never 
bas felt sure enough that he could 
“do it again” to be tempted into 
relaxing, but continues to live for 
his writing. 

He believes writers must neces- 
sarily be unsocial people, or else 
fail to be themselves. If they are 
with people constantly they pick 
up the ideas irradiated by others. 
Gradually he has found the means 
for living undisturbed without los- 
ing the conveniences of being in 
the middle of New York. His west 
side penthouse apartment gives 
him isolation because he says it 
would cost a dollar taxi fare for 
anyone to come to see him, which 
they won't spend. He rarely goes 
out until night, when there are 
fascinating people and the thea? 
ters and crowds to see all the 
way to Fifth Avenue. They amuse 
and rest him. 

Stuart keeps animals because he 
likes them, because he thinks they 
lend reality to life when men live 
the uncivilized existence of apart- 
ment dwellers, and also because 
he wants his wife to become used 
to animals. She has. These pets 
are useful in his writing, too, for 
he plays with them, feeds them 
or cares for them while compos- 
ing what he will write next. It 
is a more restful means of wind- 
ing up his mind than pacing the 
floor. 

His writing habits are extraordi- 
nary, for he produces a first draft 
almost the way he wants it to 
be published as a story. After 
morning tea in-bed, he gets up 
round 10 and dashes straight for 
his typewriter. He pecks away 
with one finger for two or three 
hours and quits. He is through 
writing for the day. The rest of 
the time is spent thinking, while 
he plays with the pets. 

His first script never has many 
‘eorrections, but even so his sec- 
retary types it and he goes over 
it again. This is done a couple 
more times and the fourth ver- 
sion is the last. His polishing is 
so thorough that there is scarcely 
ever a change once it is set up 
in type. 

We were a little surprised when 
Stuart said, “After the war I want 
to commute. I still have my farm 
in Africa you know.” We learned 
he intends to commute between 
Africa, United States and England. 

MILDRED CLOETE is an artist, 
and the designer of the unusual 
jacket for his new book. She is 
a tiny person, sometimes looking 
like a little girl. They want to 
do a book together after the war 
—perhaps a beautiful trave] story 
about Africa. So far their collab- 
orations have’ been on hobbies. 
They have designed beautiful jew- 
elry for her, for instance, with 
unusual combinations of stones 
and settings. She uses her art 
on her nails, too, changing pol- 
ish daily, to match her costumes. 
It may be black, iridescent green, 
blue ... Stuart likes it and has 
come to consider a simple red 
polish as almost vulgar, it’s so 
ordinary! 

They have found a very satisfac- 
tory way of life for themselves 
and stick to it. It appears to give 
them a great deal of pleasure in 
both their leisure and their work. 


WALTER VAN TILBURG 
CLARK, who wrote “The City of 
Trembling Leaves,” is undergoing 
a bit of spoon feeding by his pub- 
lishers who wish to convince him 
he should write all the time. He 
is at the moment a guest of BEN- 
NETT CERF, Random House pres- 


ident, and is being dined and 
wined and taken to the theater 
in New York, but he can still say 
“No.” 


Progress so far is marked only 
by his moving from upstate New 
York, where he taught English in 
high school and coached dramat- 
ims, to Rye, N. Y., where he will 
do the same. He is not convinced 
he should give up this work when 
men teachers are needed as badly 
as they are now, to write all the 
time. FRANCES MERRIAM, of 
Random, may yet persuade him 
for the pretty little bean under 
her big black hat is not solely 
glamour girl. It made her Phi 
Beta Kappa in college days, and 
it still could make. Clark a full- 
time writer. 


Since he wrote “The Ox-Bow 
Incident,” in six weeks, he has 
had more than a dozen stories pub- 
lished, His new novel, “The City 
of Trembling Leaves,” took a cou- 
ple of years of his vacations and 
holidays. He does not attempt to 
write evenings. He scribbles his 
stories in pencil in small note- 
books. This is in self-defense, 
since his own talent for drawing 
is inherited by Babs and Bobby, 
his two youngsters who grab any 
loose pieces of paper for their 
own use. 


When Bobby, aged five, saw his 
father’s book he was disgusted. 
“It is so big,” he said in dismay. 
“When are you going to write a 
little book with © pietures?” he 
asked. 


He may stop teaching after the 
war and live out in Albuquerque 
and write—it depends. Meantime 
he is interested in the youngsters 
and even in such grim problems 
as how to make them kiss as nat- 
urally “in play as when they in- 
dulge privately in this pastime. 
He solves that one by prodding the 
girl involved into grabbing the 
boy and doing a good movie-type 
of job on him.

day offerings to support world 
service work have decreased in 
number, as of July 1, the grand 
total of offerings has skyrocketed. 
As of July 1 last year, 728 Meth- 
odist Sunday schools in Georgia 
had contributed a grand total of 
$28,830, while this year 727 
schools have made offerings to- 
taling $38,076. 

Last year at this date ~- 321 
schools in the North Georgia con- 
ference had contributed $12,626. 
This year to date 331 schools in 
that same conference have con- 
tributed a total of $15,620. Last 
year in the South Georgia con- 
ference 407 schools had contrib- 
uted a total of $17,497. This 
year in that same conference 396 
schools have given a total of $22,- 
456. With a decrease in the 
mumber of schools taking part, 
there is a.-significant increase in 


‘the total offering, from $28,830 


last year to $38,076 this year, It 
probably should be reported here 
that the increase of last year at 
this date over the year before at 
the same date was 30 per cent. 
DISTRICT LEADERS 

The Savannah district, with 65 
schools reporting, continues to 
lead the entire state in number 
of participating schools and also 
in amount contributed, having 
$4,400 to its credit. The Atlanta 
East district, with 33 participating 
schools, ranks second in amount 
contributed, $3,534. The Athens- 
Elberton district leads the North 
Georgia conference in the num- 
ber of schools, while the Way- 
cross district ranks second in the 
South Georgia territory. 

Detailed reports from the 18 

districts giving number of schools 
and amounts contributed are as 
follows: Athens-Elberton, 45 and 
$1,111; Atlanta East, 33 and

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NEW BOOK NEWS

FOR VARIOUS REASONS, Georgia and southern writers and read- 
ers should have a special interest in the John Peale Bishop Memorial 
literary contest, sponsored by Prentice-Hall and the Sewanee Review. 


With prizes and royalties of $1,- 
500 as the financial incentives, the 
contest is designed to éncourage 
excellence in the literary forms in 
which Mr. Bishop (1892-1944) 
achieved distinction—poetry, es- 
say and short story. The several 
prizes and regulations are: 

A prize of $200 to the author 
of the best essay treating a south- 
ern topic. Essays may be entered 
by writers from any region of the 
United States. Preferred length, 
under 10,000 words. 

A prize of $200 to the author 
of the best piece of short fiction. 
Entrants must be southerners. Pre- 
ferred length, under 25,000 words. 

A prize of $100 to the author 
of the best poem. Entrants must 
be southerners. Preferred length, 
under 300 lines. 

The Sewanee Review will pub- 
lish the prize winning essay, short 
fiction, and poem in its Jan., 1946, 
issue and will pay its usual rates 
for them—in addition to the prize 
money. The Sewanee Review will 
also pay space rates for any oth- 
er material it selects from the 
contest. 

Prentice-Hall reserves the right 
to publish in a book, which will 
probably be known as “The John 
Peale Bishop Memorial Volume,” 
the prize winning entries and the 
most meritorious of the other én- 
tries in the contest on a royalty 
basis. The awards are not ad- 
vances against royalties but out- 
right prize money. 

Sept. 15 is the closing date of 
the contests. Manuscripts should 
be sent to the Sewanee Review, 
Sewanee, Tenn. The judges will 
be Allen Tate, editor of the Sewa- 
nee Review, and Gorham Munson, 
trade book editor of Prentice-Hall. 


“OKLAHOMA” not only con- 
tinues (and promises to do so in- 
definitely) as the leading musical 
show on Broadway, but has set 
the pattern for several other of 
the top entertainment extravagan- 
zas.

(Majestic theater), “Bloomer Girl” 
(Sam S. Shubert theater), and

“Carousel” 


from “Oklahoma,” it, too, is a The- 
ater Guild creation, and the pro- 
duction staff is the same—music 
by Richard Rogers, book and 
lyrics by Oscar Hammerstein II, 
direction by Rouben Mamoulian, 
and dances by Agnes de Mille. 
Even some of the cast is from 
“Oklahoma,” One of these is the 
male lead, John Raitt, who for 
eight months played Curly, the 
cowboy hero in the national com- 
pany of “Oklahoma.” Another is 
Bambi Linn who in “Carousel” has 
an acting as well as a dancing 
role. 

Also like “Oklahoma,” “Carou- 
sel” is a period piece (time: 1873- 
1888), and is based on Ferenc Mo- 
linar’s “Lillom,” as adapted by 
Benjamin F. Glazer. It is the mu- 
sic and lyrics by Rogers and Ham- 
merstein which, in the opinion of 
many, most largely account for the 
success of the show. And a suc- 
cess itis. The “S. R. O.” sign goes 
out every performance. The story 
is current that when a person 
asks for tickets to “Oklahoma,” 
he is told that there is nothing 
for eight weeks, but that he can 
see “Carousel” in three. This is 
no reflection on “Carousel” (the 
younger and less well known of 
the two), but a compliment to 
both. 

Along with Mr. Raitt and Jan 
Clayton, there are many familiar 
Jean Dar- 
ling (remember the little lady 
with golden curls in “Our Gang” 
comedies?), Eric Mattson, of op-

The critics were uniformly en- 
thusiastic in their reaction to 
“Carousel.”

As one 
sits and marvels at the grace and 
skill of the diversity of perform- 
ers, he keeps thinking of the 
“Follies” or the “Vanities,” or 
some other big musical or variety 
show. The bill of fare is much 
the same, except—and this is a 
notable exception—for the ice and 
skating. It is this that gives the 
show distinction and its special 
appeal. 

In “Hats Off To Ice” some 20- 
odd names famous in this realm 
are featured. All are good and 
deserve their special billing. 

This is the third such show te 
be staged at the Center. Back in 
1940 came the first, “It Happens 
on Ice,” which, in two editions, 
was witnssed by more than a mil- 
lion and a half persons. “Stars on 
Ice” came in 1942, ran for two edi- 
tions, played 830 performances 
and exceeded the 2,000,000-mark 
in attendance.

COTTON REPORT 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—Cotton prices 
recovered somewhat after a sha mid- 
week decline, but lost some ground again 
on Friday, according to reports received 
by the Department of Agriculture. Spot 
market activity increased. The 1945 cot- 
ton purchase program was announced 
with a base price for Aug. of 22.15 cents 
and increases of 5 points per month. 
The daily rate of mill consumption for 
June was slightly higher than for May. 
The WPB estimated the third quarter 
supply of broad woven cotton fabrics 
at about 6 per cent less than for the 
second quarter. The mid-week weather 
bureau report indicated poor to good 
crop progress and there were numerous 
reports that boll weevil infestations are 
becoming increasingly serious. 

Prices for middling 15-16-inch cotton 
in the 10 spot markets averaged 58 
cents per pound on Friday, July 20, 
against 22.82 a week earlier and 21.13 
a year ago. The sharp decline of fu- 
tures on Tuesday was generally attribut- 
/ed by the trade to the good progress 
'by the war and to profit taking fol- 
lowing recent advances. Reported sales

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Outlook Bright for Charter Ratification 


The senate vote—61 to 16--for the Bret- 
ton Woods monetary agreements gives re- 
newed assurance of this week’s speedy 
ratification of the San Francisco charter. 


Despite the fact that they had been 
overwhelmingly passed by the house and 
recommended, without reservation, by the 
Senate Banking Committee, there was 
more danger of the Bretton Woods agree- 
ments failing of adoption by the senate 
than will be the case of the security 


‘charter. 


The fact that, under the agreements, 
we will be called upon to put up $2,750,- 
000,000 of the $8,800,000,000 currency sta- 
bilization fund and $3,175,000,000 of the 
$9,100,000,000 capital of the world bank 
was an excellent excuse for nonparticipa- 
tion by those who profess a desire for inter- 
national co-operation “so long as it doesn’t 
cost us anything.” . 


Thus the Bretton Woods legislation 
loomed as a bigger hurdle for administra- 


tion forces than. does the world charter . 


upon which the senate this week begins 
debate. 


It is interesting to note that, of the 16 
votes cast against the U.S. participation iff 
the international monetary agreements, 
only two—by O’Daniel and Wheeler— 
were from the Democratic Side. 


Of the 14 Republicans who. voted 
against Bretton Woods, hardly half will 
oppose the charter. There are, to be sure, 
a corporal’s guard of dyed-in-the-wool iso- 
lationists left—men like California’s Hiram 
Johnson, who opposed the League of Na- 
tions and has apparently learned naught 
of the tragic lesson of the past four years. 


But men like Johnson, fortunately for 
the na.ion’s future, are rapidly disappear- 
ing from the congressional scene. 


The vast majority will vote—as well 
they should—for wholehearted co-opera- 
tion in international efforts to perpetuate 


the peace. 


The New Constitution Merits Support 


It will be a source of deep regret and 
shame to the people of Georgia if they 
permit any discredited politician, seeking 
by any means, no matter how false, to 
get back into the political swim, to use the 
new constitution as his springboard. 


The constitution was honestly written, 
not by the legislature, but by a group of 
able citizens and a committee from the 
legislature. It is an improvement on the 
old constitution. It commits the state to 
nothing radical and nothing beyond the 
desires of the people. 


It is being attacked, not because it 
lacks merit, but because by attacking it 
some attention might be directed to those 
making the attack. They are those who 
for years made Georgia’s reputation in 
the nation one of shame and reproach. 
They will be demanding debates, making 


' false charges, issuing smear attacks. 


If they succeed in making any noise 
the good people of Georgia will be wise 
to ignore it and center their attention on 
adopting the constitution in the August 
election. |

We Pay Huge 
Prices for Stupidity 


John Hersey wrote a book called “Bell for 

Adano.” It is a book about the American mili- 

<n tary government in Italy. The struggle in the 

story is between an Italian-American AMG officer who speaks 

the language and who has a feeling for people and for the Ameri- 
can dream, and an officer who doesn’t. 

It is an old. struggle, put down in a special field. Essentially, 
although in different dress, it is the struggle in our army and navy 
between “brass” and the men in ranks. The word connotes some- 
thing unpleasant and, for that matter, un-American. It means 
not all officers, but those who act in an imperious and high-handed 
manner without anvihing but the rank to back it up. Thusly, an 
officer mav act in an imperious manner and yet have the respect 
of his men by virtue of being an able officer and soldier. 


see One of the unfortunate things about “rass” is it 
Stupidity is always stupid. Only a very stupid person would 
attempt to be highhanded and imperious merely because he wore 
brass. ad 
One act of stupidity, or the long errors of stupid persons, can 
imperil and blacken the decent acts of dozens of good commanders. 
The Italian campaign, for instance, had an atmosphere about it 
which was unpleasant and bitter. It will be a bitter memury to 
thousands because of the stupidity of one of the commanding offi- 
cers. I suppose his story will be told when the war is done. 


All this is a sort of preamble to another story. I received a 
letter from a corporal in Germany. - He enclosed a letter men in 
his outfit had written. The outfit moved into a new area at 
Kronach, Germany, and was given unsanitary, damaged public 
buildings in which to live. The American military government 
was of the “brass type.” 

When the medical officer, who had condemned the buildings, 
went to him, he said, “If they don’t like it let them pitch tents.” 

This stupid person, who assuredly had never read the life of 
Marie Antoinette, has caused a number of men to sign the follow- 
ing letter: 

“This was not written to tell a sad tale of not living in the 
king’s palace, but definitely to point out the principles and reason- 
ing behind it. 

“This is a bitch on a subject we have never had occasion to en- 
counter before. It is something which, to our way of thinking, 
shatters morale and is the instigator of that bitterness so familiar 
to army life. ' 

“When we entered Germany we were quite sure that billeting 
days in foxholes and barns were over. It was true enough because 
until recently our billets were primarily German homes. Of course, 
the exception being when our company was in combat and the 
situation deemed necessary for us to live under adverse conditions, 
namely foxholes. 

“A few days ago when our unit entered this town we were or 
dered by the AMG to billet in public buildings. That mere sentence 
doesn’t sound oppressive, but therein lies the gist of our complaint. 
Our. particular: outfit (a whole regimental HQ, which includes the 
staff, MP’s, kitchen personnel, regimental medics, special serv- 
ice, etc.) is in one building. The rooms, when we entered them, 
were bare and dirty. Generally speaking, there are no lighting 
or water facilities. Many rooms were lice-infested and the med- 
ical section was called on to alleviate the situation. The average 
10x12 room is being occupied by four or five men. In one in- 
stance an officer was told there would be inadequate space to house 
his men in a certain building. He was told by the AMG that we 
could pitch tents. ‘PITCH TENTS!’ For men who sweated out 
shells and bullets, let alone the rain, mud and snow; men who aged 
years in only a few months’ time; men who saw buddies die and 
heard wounded scream in agony; men who suffered the worst 
mental persecution known: fear of death. We forget so easily. 
These men were not good enough for German homes, but plenty 
good enough to pitch tents! ‘We came as conquerors,’ but inside 
of two months, due to pampering by the AMG, the Germans have 
won a moral victory. We are wondering if the AMG is aware of 
the ‘unconditional surrender.’ 

“The average German expects firm discipline. And only through 
a firm disciplinary system can we hope to gain their respect. The 
‘kid glove’ days of 1919 are over—at least we have been given that 
impression by our leaders. If this sort of thing continues it will 
be a battle between the AMG and every occupying unit. Fighting 
among ourselves certainly cannot and will not help to build a new 
Germany: a Germany which will help the world instead of trying 
to destroy it. 

“The payoff will be when the German PW reprimands us for 
not saluting!” '

The point is that the stupidity of one man has done the country 
great harm. His stupidity will be written back home in hundreds 
of letters. His stupidity will embitter the families of hundreds of 
men. 

We had less “brass” in this war than the other. Gen. George 
Marshall and Gen. Dwight Eisenhower were quick to put down 
“brass” where they could find and determine it. We will never 
get rid of it all until we get rid of stupidity itself ... but it does 
seem a pity that when “brass” is exposed it can’t be swatted pub- 
licly and hard.

A Street Preacher 
Of Eighty Years Ago 


Eighty years ago this month, a bearded, gaunt 

man stood in the heart of the worst area in 

: ve London’s East End slum district and preached 

the gospel. To make himself heard he had to compete not only 

with the constant thunder of the iron-rimmed wheels on the teem- 

ing traffic, but with the blare and noise of a great carnival and 
with the jeers and catcalls of the toughest of tough hoodlums. 

He was William Booth, a Methodist minister, a powerful evan- 
selist who had, prior to that time, attracted immense crowds and 
witnessed thousands of conversions. But he had realized that no 
evangelist, no matter how successful he may be within the limits 
of the recognized church, can reach the vast hordes of the social 
and economic outlaws who attend no church, who know nothing of 
the call or the power of religion. 

From that start, on that frowsy street on Mile End Waste, came 
what was first known as the Christian Mission. Thirteen years 
later the name was changed to the Salvation Army, and, by sug- 
gestion from the founder’s wife, a distinctive uniform for its mem- 


bers was adopted. 

. Pn Today everyone recognizes the Salvation 
Reviled, at First Army as one of the greatest forces for social 
good. Its uniform is honored and respected, its help is sought by 
city authorities in all puzzling social problems. 

This, however, was .not always true. There was a time when 
the sight of the Salvation Army uniform was the signal for mob 
activity, for violence and abuse. 

In those early days in England William Booth and his first 
followers were stoned and beaten and, even, thrown into the sea 
when they tried to preach. 

Not only in England. When the Salvation Army first came to 
America they were driven from the streets, arrested, attacked, 
generally abused. You can read in the files of this paper, of 60 
or 70 years ago, of such treatment they received in Macon, and in 
other Georgia cities. 

By their steadfast faith, by -their determination, by the spark 
of consecration that has inflamed their souls, the men and women 
of the Salvation Army have won their way out of publie scorn to 
public admiration. And today they march right on, advancing in 
their long campaign against forces of evil, marching toward the 
victory which, when it comes, will not only be theirs, but will be 


the triumph of all mankind, 

° : It was William Booth's ambition to evangelize and 
Kingly Aid uplift the “submerged terth” of society. The out- 
casts and the pitifully poor and depraved of British cities, He wrote 
several books. one of which, “Darkest England and the Way Out,” 
brought him added opposition from many sources. 

He had one great champion. The late King Edward VII, of 
England. When, in 1912, he died his funeral to Abbey Park ceme+ 
tery in London, evoked a tremendous demonstration of popular 
admiration and sympathy. 

Today the army he founded reaches all around the world. I 
have not the latest statistics available to tell in how many dif- 
ferent lands it operates, nor how many are in its ranks. But the 
good that men do. lives after them, when they are men like 
William Booth. 

The army has an inflexible rule that makes total abstinence 
from alcohol a requisite for membership. It has been the means 
of converting to sobriety hundreds o/ thousands of confirmed 
drunkards. 

Thousands of those unfortunates known as “fallen women” pass 
annually through its rescue homes and from 80 to 90 per cent of 
these are restored, permanently, to lives of virtue. 

The army enters, without fear of challenge, 
and tenements in all the cities of the world. 

Inspired by the memory of Catherine, wife of William Booth, 
the army practices absolute equality of women as officeholders, 
leaders and preachers. 

There have been many magnificent contributions to the ad- 
vancement of mankind to come out of England. Of them all none 
is greater than this army of peace, outgrowth of a street sermon

Purchasing Agent 


If you housewives are worried over what 
you are going to have for dinner, and you busi- 
nessmen are harassed over shortages of ma- 

terials to carry on your work during these wartime days, pause 
and think of the problems facing the man who has to buy about 
fifteen million dollars’ worth of stuff annually to keep the state of 
Georgia functioning. The purchasing agent. This man, Willie 
Pate, of Hawkinsville, has to buy ‘everything from carpet tacks ‘to 
highway bulldozers, from typewriters to sulfa drugs. He tries 
to get competitive bids on anything costing from $50 to several 
thousand dollars... The war is playing havoc with him as he tries 
to !. ep the prisoners, the insane and the students fed and clothed: 
the highway department equipped with road-building machinery; 
and the supreme court justices equipped with pencils and sta- 
tionery. As you women beg the ration board for canning sugar, 
pity poor Mr. Pate as he tries to find hundreds of pounds of 
sugar for the inmates of institutions and ‘the college dormitories. 
Motorists, think of him as he tries to find automobiles and auto 
equipment for the state patrol. 

The war has caused the purchasing agent to put his agents 
into the field hunting for things to buy, rather than attempting 
to get competitive bids. With more customger demands for goods 
than they can possibly fill, merchants are ignoring the state’s re 
quests for bids on products. They are not thinking of cutting 
their prices to sell to the state when their customers will take all 
their products—and ask for more—at top prices. Those who do 
submit bids all ask the OPA ceiling price, so there is little chance 
of the state saving on shortage items through competitive bids. 


; “Where we used to advertise for bids for 
Emergency Buying companies to. sell us 20,000 yards of 
mattress ticking, we now snatch up 5,000 or 8,000 yards whenever 
we are fortunate enough to find it,’ Pate said. “The same goes for 
sugar and other items which are impossible to obtain bids on and 
difficult to. buy.” 

The purchasing agent has the right to dispense with asking bids 
on emergency items. Despite the war, however, Pate says he still 
buys 80 per cent of the state’s needs on a competitive bidding basis. 
Great savings have been effected, he says. Under the present ad- 
ministration, the buying is done through experts in each line. 
Heretofore, one agent did all the purchasing for the University of 
Georgia, from pencils to coal and foodstuffs and hardware amd 
printing; another bought everything for the highway department. 
and still another bought everything for the state prison. Pate did 
not think one man could wisely buy groceries, nardware, automo- 
biles, road machinery, and beds. Under the present setup, one man 
buy. the groceries for all state institutions; another man purchases 
the highway equipment, and a third buys the printing and office 
equipment for all departments of state government. The staff, 
incidentally, has been reduced under this plan. 

Eliminating politics in purchasing, Pate says he has saved the 
taxpayers money by cutting out the middleman’s profit on much of 


the equipment. :

Real Job To Do

SOMEWHERE IN THE ATLANTIC.—By far. 
the largest group of persons on the John Ericsson, | 
and the largest number of UNRRA personne! yet | 

to leave America is the uniformed delegation who are en route to 
Germany to provide for the repatriation of displaced persons. 


The 39 men and women who | 
compose this unit have elected as 
their unofficial head Ralph Price, 
of Denver, Col. Doctors, nurses, 
supply people, dietitians (or “mess- 
ing officers’) and administrative 
personnel are included.

You know that some 
countries aren't able to pay, so 
we have paying and non-paying 
members.” 

Their headquarters will prob- 
ably be in Paris for a time; later, 
perhaps, in Berlin. They send a 
group out, for example, to a 
small town in American occupied 
Germany; the group, theoretically 
will include 13 persons; actually, 
most groups so far have number- 
ed only six or seven. There'll be 
a doctor, nurse, an official direc- 
tor, one or two truck drivers, etc. 


In the small town they will | 
work with the men, women, chil- | 
dren recently out of concentration 
camps, slave laborers, refugees, 
the wanderers, dérelicts. After 
World War I, there were many 
who never were repatriated; they 
lived and died “stateless”—men 
without a country. UNRRA will

“We are concerned with all dis- 
placed persons,” Mr, Price declar- 
ed firmly. “One of UNRRA's 
cardinal principles is that relfef 
shall be given nonpolitically. No 
politics shall enter into the admin- 
istration of our duties. We want 
to get people back to their homes, 
to reunite families. And Germany, 
by the way, has to provide the 
food for these misplaced persons,”

Actually, it is doubtful. 


Where UNRRA leaves off, the 
Inter-Allied Commission for Refu- 
gees takes over. The latter body 
was fathered, Mr. Price says, by 
President Roosevelt, who was plan- 
ning at that time a method for 
taking care of the homeless Jews. 


It is a fine, humanitarian proj- 
ect, and on paper it looks easy. 
A dozen or two charming Ameri- 
can girls and older men are going 
bravely forth armed with a few 
specialized training. In 
addition to slave labor, they will 
encounter also depravity, degen- 
eration, open defiance. ‘There 
are,” A. J. Witamer, Belgian writ- 
er who is attached to this unit 
points out, “voluntary as well as 
involuntary refugees. There’ll be 
things to make those young girls 
sick at the stomach; women who 
were German camp followers; ille- 
gitimate children fathered by Nazi 
soldiers; diseased men—no, it isn’t 
so simple as it appears. It will 
be a difficult job, requiring all 
the brains, experience, tact and 
humanitarian spirit we possess. I 
hope that we can do a good job.”

Just 
as the English philosophers of free- 
do were the teachers of the 
American rebels who rose against 
British rule, sq American govern- 
Ment principles, if digested by 
Germans, would logically create 
rebellions. 


The Russians have thought more 
practically. Their prisoner of war 
re-education has consisted of fos- 
tering German political move- 
ments, German publications, and 
German discussions in the camps, 
chiefly under the guidance of ex- 
iled German Communists, who, 
shortly after the Russian armies 
moved into Germany, returned 
and now are addressing Commu- 


\nist gatherings, in the only occu- 


pational zone where political as- 
semblages are permitted, namely 
the Russian. 

There must always be a con- 
nection between education and 
life’s realities. If a German pris- 
oner becomes inflamed with ad- 
miration for the American Bill of 
Rights. he is certain to demand 
civil liberties in his own land, 
where not a single. one of them 
exists under the occupation ar- 
mies. Communism is not incom- 
patible with Moscow’s discipline 
and authority, but liberal democ- 
racy is incompatible with ours. 
Ah, there’s the rub! 

The “institute for the re-educa- 
tion of Germans” has decided that 
we must make unavailable to the 
Germans “all books glorifying 
war.” I hope we have thought 
that one through, but I am afraid 
not. 

Are we to copy Hitler’s book 
burnings? Are we to turn over 
to a commission, authority to raid 
German. libraries under some gen- 
eral and dubious directives? 

The German prisoner of war, 
indoctrinated with the American 
way of life, will certainly want to 
know how Americans are applying 
the principles of freedom of 
speech and of press, when they 
hear of this. . 


It is impossible to suppress all 
books glorifying war without sup- 
pressing the Old Testament; the 
leading classics (Homer, Virgil, 
Caesar); parts of Shakespeare; all 
the great body of English, Amer- 
ican and German poets who wrote 
in praise of the struggles for free- 
dom — Byron, Shelley, Whitman, 
Schiller, for instance; Marx, En- 
gels, and the Communist writers 
who preached the class struggle; 
the histories of the British, French, 
American and Russian revolutions 
(many of these suppressed by Hit- 
ler): and, in fact, most of the ex- 
isting histories of the last 2,000 
years, and almost everything, 
written in any country, during 
these war years, including the 
speeches of Churchill, Stalin and 
F. D. R.; most American films; 
many American comics, and the 
speeches of Gen. Patton. 


Ironically enough, it would be 
possible to keep most of the pub- 
lished speeches of Hitler, for he 
consistently took the line that the 
struggle was forced upon. Ger- 
many by the wicked war mon- 


gers of the democracies, who in- 


terfered with Germany’s peace- 
able mission to spread the new 
order and German culture! - 

Whatever measures we take to 
suppress books will, I suppose, be 
carried out by military author- 
ities. I imagine a conversation be- 
tween—let us say—four-year-old 
Hans and his mother.

Although many fans still are doing it, there is no reason 
te sit around and wonder out loud what is holding the Crackers 
up. They have good balance, much better all-round strength 
than any other club in the league with the possible exception 
of Chattanooga. 

Lewis Carpenter, Shelby Kinney, Barney Cook and Johnny 
Burrows are a better quartet of pitchers than any other club 
in the league can show even though Kinney and Cook were 
not of proven caliber before the season started. They’re 
“proven” now all right. 

From there on out the hurling staff is just so-so, but the Big 
Four keeps Manager Cuyler’s club out of trouble, and after all it 
isn’t just every club that has four top-flight pitchers on which it 
can count. Cuyler needs and could use another good one, but what 
team couldn't? 

Mel (Poison) Ivy is a catcher who is too little appreciated.

South. To Benefit 
From Rail Rates, 
Governors Say 


MOBILE, Ala., July 21.—(4)— 
Nine southern governors conclud- 
ed today after three days of dis- 
cussions that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission freight rate 
equalization order will result in a 
greater decentralization of big in- 
dustry and stimulate development 
of small, locally financed indus- 
trial plants in the south and west. 

The chief executives attending 
the southern governors’ confer- 
ence were unanimous in saying 
they did not seek a wholesale 
trumsfer of northern and eastern 
industrial plants to this area, and 
did not expect it. 

They predicted that a large 
share of the postwar expansions 
would be built in southern and 
western states and said they al- 
ready had received “very definite 
indications” of this trend, 

Gov. Chauncey Sparks, of Ala- 
bama, said industry had discov- 
ered it was greater economy to 
assemble finished products at di- 
visional] plants and distribute them 
locally than it was to complete the 
finished product at a central plant 
and distribute them from this 
point. 

“The decentralization of indus- 
try is the next step in our national 
economy,” Sparks said: “It will 
largely take the place of mass and 
assembly line production, 

“The south cannot be helpful in 
this transition unless trade barri- 
ers and rate handicaps are re- 
moved. The order of the ICC 
speaks the early arrival of that 
day.” 

This is what some of the other 
governors said they had concluded 
about the ICC decision: 

Robert S. Kerr, Oklahoma— 
“This finding by the ICC and uni- 
form application of a single basis 
of freight rates in this area will 
remove one of the greatest bar- 
riers against the industrial devel- 
opment of the south and southwest 
that has existed in many years, It 
will create the strongest possible 
incentive for industry to develop 
in the south and southwest.” 

Robert G. Cherry, North Caro- 
lina—“With a free transportation 
and fair rate structure southern 
industry needs no longer to be re- 
tarded. Wecan improve what we 
have and develop new fields from 
the vast and challenging pattern 
of industry that is foretold in the 
laboratory phases of World War II.” 

Ransome J. Williams, South 
Carolina—“We ask nothing more 
than that our manufactured prod- 
ucts be placed in the same com- 
petitive freight basis with other 
sections of the coufttry. All we 
ask is an opportunity to develop 
without the unfair handicap of un- 
fair rates. 
industry of any other section.” 

Preparing to adjourn its four- 
day meeting, members of the con- 
ference voted to set up a perma- 
nent organization with a continu- 
ing personnel.

CHICAGO, July 21.—Wartime 
conditions among the savings and 
loan associations and co-operative 
-banks, 
inflow of money, reached their 
peak in the first five months of 
1945, it was reported today by the 
United States Savings’ and Loan 
League. A survey of current oper- 
ations and financial position of 
‘these institutions recently complet- 
ed by their §3-year-old trade or- 
ganization showed that the net re- 
céipts of savings and investments 
up through the end of May were 
'36 per cent greater than last year,

loans, monthly contractual pay- 
‘ments and voluntary payments in 
‘advance were 23.2 per cent ahead 
of last year’s performance. 


Partially stemming the flood of 
new funds was an increase of 21.4 
‘per cent th the amount of money 
‘loaned this year during the first 
‘five months compared with the 
lrke period of 1944, W. M. Brock,
